No. 280. AN ACT to Establish Uniformity in the Sessions op the 

Circuit Courts. 

Whereas the Constitution of the State of South Carolina pro- 
vides that the Court of General Sessions "shall sit in each County 
in the State at least three times in each year," and that the Court

Whereas the corporation known as "The President and Directors 
of the Bank of the State of South Carolina" had become insolvent 
and its bills had ceased to be current as money prior to the first of 
January, 1868, and the General Assembly of the State, by an Act 
entitled "An Act to close the operations of the Bank of the State of 
South Carolina," ratified the fifteenth day of September, 1868, 
enacted that all bills issued by said corporation prior to the twen- 
tieth day of December, 1860, be funded, and on the surrender and 
delivery of said bills to the Treasurer of the State bonds of the 
State shall be issued to the owner of said bills in payment and 
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redemption of the amount of said bills, and that ''the sixteenth 
Section of the Act ratified the tenth day of December, 1812, entitled 
'An Act to establish a bank on behalf of and for the benefit of the 
State,' and all Acts and parts of Acts which render the bills of said 
corporation receivable in payment of taxes and all other debts due 
the State, be, and the same are hereby, repealed." And under said 
Act one million two hundred and sixty thousand one hundred and 
thirty-four dollars and seventy cents of the bills of the said 
bank were funded and bonds of the State issued therefor, and the 
bills so funded were, by Joint Resolution of the General Assembly,
